Licencing conditions in respect of Imports of Goods 
and services under the Yen credit of Yen 1.63 billion 
for the implementation of the eastern Oandak Canal 
Hydro Electric Project of the Bihar State Hydro Elec¬ 
tric Power Corporation Limited (BHPC) extended by 
the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund (OECF) 
of Japan. 

Section I—General Conditions 

1 (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 1,63 billion extended by 
the Overscs Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan 
(OECF) for financing the import requirements of the 
Eastern Gandak Canal Hydro-Elcctric Project of the 
BHPC is untied in favour of Japan and developing 
countries, including India. Accordingly the goods and 
services to be procured under this credit can be pro¬ 
cured from Japan and all countries (including Tndia) 
enumerated in the list at Annexure-I which will be 
eligible source countries under the credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence (s) under the Credit cun be 
issued only of such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by ihc DGTD|CG Com¬ 
mittee. The value of import licence(s) issued under 
this credit should not exceed Yen 1.8 billion (CJF). 

The rupee value of the import licence shall be deter¬ 
mined with reference to the Exchange rate notified 
by the Department of Rcveue (Customs) and prevail¬ 
ing on the date of issue of the import licence and in¬ 
dicated in the body of the import liccnce(s) as per 
para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN) |74 dated 
the nth .Tunc, 1974, issued by the CLLvF, which abo 
enjoin? that the Customs Authorities and the autho¬ 
rised dealers in foreign exchange will make debits to 


the value of the liccncc(s) at the exchange rate speci¬ 
fied on the import liccnce(s). The licence will bear 
the superscription “lapanese Yen Credit No. ID-P31". 
The first and second suffix to the licence code will be

I (v) Licences for import of Capital Goods may be 
’ssued with an initial validity period of 24 months.

I (vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit are 
rc c tricted to the list of goods and services attached to 
the import licence, duly attested by the licensing 
auhorities. 

I (vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the import licence. Any payment 
forwaids Indian Agent's commission should be made 
in Indian Rupees to the agents in India. Such pay¬ 
ments, however, will form part of the licence value 
and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

1 (viil) Firm order must be placed on FOBlC&F 
basis on the Overseas supplier located in the countries 
mentioned in Annexure-I and sent to the Department 
of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 4 months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. Insurance 
charges will be payable in India in Indian Rupees. 
“Firm orders” means purchase orders placed by the 
Indian Licencec on the Overseas supplier duly signed| 
by the latter or purchase contract duly signed 
by both the Indian importer and the overseas supplier. 
Cn Indian Agents oT overseas suppliers and'or order 
confirmation of such Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

I fix) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Tinance, Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in pan l(viii) above cannot be 
placed within four months for valid reasons, the licen- 
cee should submit the import licence to the concerned 
licensing authorities riving reasons why ordering could 
not be completed within four months.

Section II—Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

If(i) The FOB|C&F value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omit¬ 
ted) and should exclude Indian Agent's commission, 
if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier’s order confirma¬ 
tion should be in English only. 

II (ii) The procurement of all goods and services 
to be financed under the OEC’F Yen Credit for Eas¬ 
tern Gandak Canal Hydroelectric Project shall he 
made in accordance with the Guidelines for procure¬ 
ment under the OECF Loan.

through an irrevocable letter of Credit to be 
issued by the Bank ol India, Tokyo, under 
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the Loan Agreement No. fD-J’.31 dated 
2oth December, 198-1 between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Overseas Economic 
Corporation Lund of Japan (OHCF). 

(c) The suppliers egn. - to furnish such informa¬ 

tion and documents, as may be required 
under the Yen Credit arrangements by the 
Government of In Jin on the one hand and 
the OnCF on the other. 

(d) Certificates (triplicate) in the forms indicat¬ 

ed in II (\ii) above. 

(e) In case the supplier is located in Japan, the 

supply contract should contain a clause that 
the Japanese supplier agrees to make ship¬ 
ping arrangements in consultation with the 
Embassy of India, lokyo and that for this 
purpose he would keep the Embassy of 
India, Tokyo, inlurmed of the delivers 
schedule of the goods irr’olved and notify 
the Embassy of India atleast six weeks in 
advance of the shipping requind so that 
suitable arrangements could be made. Tn 
exceptional cases, where the Indian Impor¬ 
ters require it, this period of iiorice may he 
reduced. The Japanese supplic, should also 
agree to send a cable advic_ to the importer 
after each shipment go mg the necessary 
details and a enpv thereof should be sent 
lo the Embassy of India. Tokyo. 

Section l\—Contract Approval by OECt- 

IV (i) Within the stipulated period lor placement 
of lirm orders the licencee should forward 4 copies 
of the contract duly signed by both BHPC and the 
suppliers suppuled by order confirmation in writing 
by the supplier or their photo copies complete in ail 
respects, together with two photo copies of the rele¬ 
vant valid import licence, to Japan Section, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Adairs, Ministry of Finan.'c, North 
Block, New Delhi. 

IV (ii) The above procedure will also appiv to 
all contract amendments causing essential modifica¬ 
tions fi> the contents of contracts or in its price. 

IV (iii) The Ministry of Finance (DEA) Japan 
Section will arrange to send one copy of the contract 
documents to the OECF for their approval for finan¬ 
cing under Yen Credit No. 1D-P.31 (Pioject Aid) for 
Eastern Gandak Canal Hydroelectric Project of the 
BHPC. 

Section V—Payment to the overseas suppliers— 

Letter of Credit Procedure. 

V (i) On receipt of the intimation of the contract 
approval from the OECF, bv the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, BHPC and the 
CAA & A will be informed of the same. Whereafter 
the BHPC should approach the Controller of Aid 
Accounts & Audit, (hereinafter referred to as CAA 
& A), Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, UCO Bank Building. Parliament Street, 
New Delhi with a request in the form attached as 
\nnexure-III for issue a letter of authorisation as in

V (ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevocable 
letter of credit as per Annexure-lV (applicable lo 
imports) or V (applicable to services) in favour of 
the overseas suppliers concerned and will also forward 
a copy of the same to the OECF. Embassy oi India. 
Tokyo, the importer’s bank in India and the CAA h 
A. 

The above procedure of opening of letters ol credit 
on the basis of the letters of authority front CAA 
A would inso-facto apply to all such amendments to 
letter of authorisationfletter of credit as may become 
necessary due to contract amendment or otherwise. 

V (iii) The overseas supplier shall, after effecting 
shipment of goods, present through his bankers the 
documents specified in the letter of credit to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo. If the documents arc found to be 
in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo will release the 
amount specified m the document, to the ewerseus 
supplier through his bankers and will thereafter ob¬ 
tain reimbursement of the -.aid amount from the 
OECF. 

V (iv) Banking charges payable to the Bank of 
India, Tokyo for opening the letter of credit, for ne¬ 
gotiations thereunder and charges if any of overseas 
supplier’s bankers are lo be borne by the supplier im¬ 
porter. Interest charges payable to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo for the period counting from the date of pay¬ 
ment of the cost of imports by them to the overseas 
suppliers to the date of reimbursement by the OECF, 
shall be settled by the concerned importers bank in 
India by remittance lo the Bank of India Tokyo 
through normal banking channels without affecting 
the Government of India’s account. 

V (v) Reimbursement Procedure 

Procedure for disbursement of the proceed, of the 
loan for the purchase of goods and sei vices from Indian 
Suppliers shall be in accordance with REIMBURSE¬ 
MENT PROCEDURE of the loan agreement. 

Section VI—Responsibility for rupee deposit :— 

VI (i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the 
negotiable shipping documents to the accredited ban¬ 
kers ot importer as indicated in the Appendix to the 
relevant Letter of Authority and the bankers will m 
turn ensure that the rupee deposits are invariably 
made at RBI, New Delhi or SBI, Tis Hazari, Delhi 
before releasing the shipping documents. Interest 
charges on the rupee-equivalents of the Yen payments 
calculated (a>l 2 per cent per annum for the first 30 
days and (D IS per cent per annum for the period in 
excess thereof reckoned from the date of payment by 
the Bank of India, Tokyo to the Overseas Supplier to 
the date of actual rupee deposit, have also to be de¬ 
posited alongwifh the principal payment, in terms of 
Public Notice No. 31-ITC(PN E83 dated JO-8-83. It 
should be noted that interest is chargeable for both 
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the days i.e. the day on which payments is made to 
the Overseas Supplier and also the day on which rupee 
deposit is made in Government Account vide Public 
Notice No. 74-ITC(PN) |74 dated 31-5-1974 as modi¬ 
fied under Public Notice No. 103-ITC(PN) (74 dated 
12-10-1976. 

The exchange rate to be adopted lor computing the 
rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made to the 
overseas suppliers will be the composite rate of ex¬ 
change applicable to the date of payment which will 
be worked out hi accordance with the method prescri¬ 
bed in Public Notices No. 109-1TC(PN) 174 dated 
3-8-1974 and No. 8-ITC(PN)|76 dated 17-7-1976 
or as may be notified by Government from time to 
time through Public Notices of the CCl&li or through 
Exchange Control Circulars of the Resene Bank of 
India. 

Any change in this regard us also in regard to the 
rate of interest will be notified as and when necessary. 
It will be responsibility of the Indian Bank concerned 
to ensure that the amounts due arc correctly deposit¬ 
ed into Government account before the import docu¬ 
ments are handed over to the importers. The im¬ 
porter should also ensure that the amounts due are 
correctly deposited into Government account before 
taking delivery of the documents from their Bankers. 
It is the responsibility of the importer to ensure that 
the amounts due arc correctly deposited ijjto the 
Government account promptly even when they obtain 
delivery of the goods from the customs authorities 
under exceptional circumstances. In case the irupoi- 
ter fouls to deposit the amounts due to Government 
before taking delivery of the goods, the issue ol lur- 
ther LAS to him may be stopped and the matter re¬ 
ported to the CCI&E so that no further import licence 
is issued to such an importer. The Head of Account 
to which the above rupee deposits should be credited 
is "K-Deposits and Advances—843-Civil Deposits— 
Deposits for pui chase etc. abroad—-purchase undei 
credits|Loan agreements” Loan from the Government 
of Japan—1.63 Billion Yen Credit No. 1D-P. 31 for 
the Eastern Gandak Canal Hydroelectric Project. 

VT (ii) The amount referred to above should be 
deposited in cash to the credit of the Government 
cither in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi indi¬ 
cating Code No. 5130000009 on the right hand cor¬ 
ner of the Challan or State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, 
Delhi as contemplated in Public Notices No. 184-1TC 
(PN) |68 dated 30-8-1968, No. 233-ITCfPN) [68 
dated 24-KM963, No. 132-ITC(PN),71 dated 
5-10-1971 No. 74-lTC(PN)l74 dated 31-5-1974 and 
No. 103-ITC(PN) |76 dated 12-10-1976. 

Vl (iii) The concerned Bank in India shall also 
furnish such additional deposit in the same manner 
stipulated above as may be requested by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Ministry of Finance, Department ol 
Economic Affairs, on account of service charges with¬ 
in seven days after such a demand is made by Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs). While 
filling in the various columns in the challan it should 
be ensured by tho importers|their bankers that the 
information prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice No 
132-ITC(PN) 171 dated 5-10-1971 is invariably indi¬ 
cated in the column “full particulars of remittances 


and authority (if any)” of the challan. The following 
particulars should invariably be furnished in the trea¬ 
sury Challans 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. 
and date. 

(b) Amount of Yen currently in respect of which 
deposits are to be made together with rate 
of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the overseas supplier. 

Thereafter the Treasury Chullans evidencing the 
Rupee deposit should be sent by registered post to the 
CAA&A indicating reference to the letter of authori¬ 
sation issued by him and also enclosing copies of the 
invoice and shipping documents. 

Note : Importer’s Bank in India should ensure that 
the rupee deposits are invariably made within 10 days 
of the receipt of the advice of payments and negoti¬ 
able shipping documents from the Bank of India, 
Tokyo and that the CAA&A Ministry of Finance 
(DEA), New Delhi is kept informed of the fact im¬ 
mediately thereafter. 

VI (iv) The concerned hank in India should also 
endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the exchange 
control copy of the licence and send tne requisite “S" 
Form to the Reserve Bank of India. Bombay. 

Section VII—Miscellaneous provisions 

VII (i) Reports on the utilization of the import 
licence. 

The importer should send a monthly repoit, afler 
the letter of credit has been opened legarding ship¬ 
ments and payments made there again 1 -* and about 
the balance left, to the Controller of Aid Accounts & 
Audit, Department of Economic Affairs Ministry of 
Finance, ECO Bank Building, Parliament Slrect, New 
Delhi. 

VI1 (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions 

The licencee should apprise the supplier of any 
special provisions in the import licence which may 
affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

VIT (iii) Disputes 

It should be understood that the Government of 
India will not undertake any responsii ilitv for dispu¬ 
tes, if any, that may arise between the licencee and 
the suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled by the 
Supplier before payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo 
must be clearly spelt out by the importer in Annc- 
xure-IT under “Terms of Payment”, Provisions deal¬ 
ing with settlement of disputes should be included in 
the conditions of contract. 

VII (iv) Future Instructions 

The licencee shall promptly complv with any direc¬ 
tions instructions or orders issued hv the Government 
of India from time to time regn-dim; any and all 
matters arising from or pertaining to the import licence 
and for meeting all obligations under the Yen Credit 
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Agreement (Pioject Aid) No. ID-P. 31 wit the 
Overseas Economic Coopciation Fund of Japan 
fOECF). 

VIl (v) Breach or violation 

Any breach or violation of the conditions set ioitli 
in the above clauses will result m appropriate action 
under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act.
